His Leading Officers Massacred-The 


Rebellion Ended. 


TEGUCIGAUA, HONDURAS, Nov. 17.— 


General Longenos Sanchez, who headed 
the recent attempt to overthrow the gov- 
ernment of President Bogran, and who, 
with his forces, held the capital city for 
the brief period of one week, has been 
captured, and with the principal leaders 
of his army, has been shot. The revolu- 
tion is at an end. 


Without the formation of a court-mar- 


tial, Sanchez and "several of the princi- 
pal officers engaged in the revolt, were 
taken to one of the principal squares of 
the city, blindfolded, and stood in line 
in the presence of hundreds oftheoiti- 
aens.

doomed men were given a brief time for 
prayer, then the word was given, there 
was a crash of musketry, and the revo- 
lution of Longenos Sanchez passed into 
history. Sanchez and his men met their 
fate without flinching. The bodies ol 
the dead rebels were exposed to the pub- 
lic gaze all day as a warning to future 
aspirants to the presidential chair who 
desire to get power.

NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—The directors 


of the North River bank and many of 
the depositors who have signed the 
agreement not to draw their deposits 
for ninety days if the bank is opened, 
spent yesterday in circulating lists to 
get more signatures to the agreement. 
They got the signatures of depositors 
representing 8200,000 in the bank, and 
tbat brings the amount up to $800, • 
000, leaving only $200,000 to male- 
the 
amount required. This, it is 


thought, would be signed to-day. The 
lists which the depositors sign contain a 
stipulation that the bank is to be opened 
to-morrow morning. If it is not open 
the agreement is void. The directors 
have not yet decided what policy to

clearing house will not loan on the se- 
curities the bank holds, and some must 
be found who will.

The supreme court of Indiana lust 


Saturday held what is known as the 
"UroBsod Boef Act" to bo unconstitu- 
tional. 
The lust legislature enacted
